(b) The first sentence in en ee 4 of the riciioveaated would 
less awkwardly express the same meaning if it were mews A tten to state: 


A basis for seteeal shall be deemed to exist aad 
the matter shall be referred to the Department of Justice 
unless the preliminary inquiry establishes in a reasonable 
time that there is no reasonable basis for. belief thata 
crime was committed. 


With these minor changes the Memorandum of Understanding is acceptable, 
and I believe as you do that its adoption will be a real step forward. The two ~ 
changes are reflected in the enclosed draft, which we will vegerd as final unless 
you have any further comments or objections.
